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Hau, Vance discuss 
U.S., Chinese ties 


PEKING (AP) — Secretary of State 
Cyrus R. Vance wound up four days of talks 
with 
Chinese 
officials 
today 
without 
claiming progress toward normalization of 
relations. 
But Vance told a news conference that the 
talks, which included a last-minute meeting 
with 
party 
Chairman 
Hua 
Kuofeng, 
“enhanced our mutual understanding of a 
wide range of issues." 
Hua presumably told Vance that if 
diplomatic relations are to be established 
between the United States and China, Wash­ 


ington has got to make the concessions by 
cutting its ties with the Nationalist Chinese 
government in Taiwan. 
"I go away from here better informed, 
certainly there is no question about that," 
Vance said after his afternoon meeting with 
Hua, the 57-year-old successor to long-time 
Communist party Chairman Mao Tsetung. 
Vance, as he had at the start of his visit, 
described the talks as “exploratory." 
Speaking of the effect of the meetings on 
both sides, Vance said: “We are both more 
understanding and thus in a position where 


we have a better grasp of the problems of 
normalization." 
Hua, who was meeting a high-ranking 
member of the Carter administration for 
the first time, said both President Carter 
and Vance had stated explicitly that they 
would be guided by the 1972 Shanghai 
communique. That document recognized 
Taiwan as a part of China and promised 
progressively closer ties between Peking 
and Washington. 
“We appreciate that," said Hua.

Scott County can't obtain 
2nd class status til 981 
liPiyil 


BENTON - The Scott County learned 
Wednesday that Scott County will not be 
able to obtain second class status until 1981. 
The court had been under the impression 
previously that the county would become a 
second class county in Jnauary of 1979, 
since it obtained the 170 million mark in 
assessments in 1974. 
At a meeting in Jefferson City of the 
Missouri Association of Counties (MAC), 
the court learned of a state attorney’s 
general decision on combined House bills 
38, 219 and 244, that effect third class 
counties in a holding pattern before ob­ 
taining second class status. 


Members of the court who attended the 
Jefferson City meeting were told that after 
a third class county’s assessments reach |70 
million, the assessments must remain |70 
million or more for the next five years and 
must be certified by the state auditor’s 
office. 
After having the $70 million assessment 
for five years, the decision of becoming a 
second class county must be made be the 
voters in a general election. 
County Clerk Bob Kielhofner explained 
that Scott County can not become a second 
class county until 1981 because the five-year 
assessment period could not be certified by

MEMPHIS, Tenn. (AP) - Elvis Presley 
often swallowed too many sleeping pills, so 
friends started leaving sugar pills or 
vitamins on his bedside table to prevent an 
accidental overdose, the singer's doctor 
says. 
Dr. George Nichopoulos said Presley 
abused drugs accidentally, not on purpose. 
“ ...He really didn't have a drug problem. 
He had a medication problem at times." 
Nichopoulos said Wednesday in a copyright 
interview in The Commercial Appeal 
Nichopoulos. who treated the rock n’ roll 
superstar for 11 years, said Presley’s 
problem with drugs ended three years ago 
when the strict procedures were adopted to 
prevent him from taking too much medi­ 
cine. 
“He'd wake up from sleep and he would 
take something and not even remember he 
took it," the doctor said. 


Nichopoulos said he did not bolieve the 42- 
yea r-old Presley overdosed on drugs at the 
time of his death, Aug. 16. 
“No, I don’t think he had anything to OD 
on. He had taken a couple of sleeping pills or 
he was given a couple of sleeping pills ... 
The only other medication he had on hand 
was some medication he used for his colon 
and medication that he used for his sinus." 
—Elvis was notorious for shooting out 
television screens, and Nichopoulos once 
was struck in the chest by a ricocheting 
bullet “I had bugged him about something 
and he came out with this little .22 (caliber) 
hand pistol and shot the thing into a chair... 
The bullet just ricocheted and stopped at 
my chest after it hit the couch or chair that I 
was sitting on.” 
—Elvis was unhappy in the last few

A TAX DILEMMA: GASOLINE 
A recent Harris poll confirms something we knew 
already: Gasoline prices are going to have to rise a lot 
higher before Americans reduce their consumption by 
any substantial degree. 
The trillion samplers found that if gasoline went to 75 
cents a gallon, 43 per cent of car owners said they would 
cut back on their pleasure driving; at $1 a gallon, 64 per 
cent would; and at the European leval of $2 a gallon, 78 
per cent would. 
What the latest figure means is that even if the current 
average price of gasoline trippled, about one in four 
Americans would still drive as usual. 
As for those who drive to work, at $2 a gallon only a 
slight majority - 54 per cent • said they would think about 
car pooling or using public transportation. 
But since Congress rejected President Carter's 
proposal to raise the federal tax to 50 cents a gallon 
(from its present four cents) by 1985, and since OPEC is 
not likely to quadruple its crude oil prices again at one 
fell swoop (which doubled U. S. gasoline prices), how 
then are we to achieve any meaningful gains in con* 
servation? 
Taxation, which is ineffective at low levels and unfair at 
high levels, is out - except insofar as the billions in added 
revenue from a four or five-cent increase could be used to 
encourage public transportation. 
Nor are we ready to endorse rationing, with all the 
opportunity for boondoggling and corruption that would 
entail.

That leaves m with what we are doing now - arm- 
twisting the automakers to produce more efficient can 
and exhorting the public to obey the 55 m .p.h limit and 
reduce all nonessential chiving.

Bomb 
kill»,nutinu in Beirut 


BEIRU T, Lebanon (A P) — A bomb exploded in Beirut’s mein 
vegetable market early today, killing and wounding at least 18 
persons in one of the worst incidents of violence here since the 
civil war ended nine months ago. 
The Arab League peace force said three were killed and 15 
wounded, but a police spokesman said 12 were dead and 25 
wounded. There was no immediate explanation for the dis­ 
crepancy in casualty figures. 
Police said the blast was caused by a ’’bundle” of dynamite set 
off in a narrow alley near M artyr’s Square, an area already 
largely devasted during the war. The downtown district was a 
dividing line between warring Moslems and Christians. 
Peacekeeping troops cordoned off the area and searched for 
other possible bombs. 
Police said most of the victims were peddlers who were setting 
up their carts for the day when the blast occurred at 6:30 a.m. 
The casualty toll likely would have been higher if the bomb had 
exploded later with shoppers crowding the area. 


Jennings faces drug charges 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. (A P) — A preliminary hearing on a drug 
charge looms next Wednesday for country music star Waylon 
Jennings, but an agent for the entertainer says he is innocent. 
°* 1*1* W nS • dope dealer is ridiculous,” agent 
BUI Conrad said Wednesday. “ He makes 515,000 a show. The man 
does not have to distribute or deal dope. ” 
Federal and state investigators entered a Music Row studio 
Tuesday night and arrested the 40-year-old Jennings and his 
secretary, Lori Evans. 
Bernard Redd, special agent in charge of the Nashville office of 
the Drug Enforcement Administration, said the two were 
charged with conspiracy and possession of cocaine with intent to 
distribute. 
Redd said die arrest resulted from an attempt to ship 23 grams 
of cocaine, a powdery white narcotic, from New York to Nash- 
viUe by a private courier service. He said agents had been tipped 
that the cocaine was to be delivered to the studio. 
“There were 23 grams—that was what was initially dratined 
for Nashville from New York and it was eventually going to Mr 
Jennings,” Redd said. 


Legislator may lose license 


JEFFERSO N CITY, Mo. (A P) - A Platte County lawmaker, 
who rehised to take a breathalizer test when arrested last spring 
for aUeged drunk driving, has been notified that he could lose his 
driver’s license because of that refusal. 
State Revenue Director James LePage said his office notified 
Rep. WiUiam Fickle, DParkvUIe, that he would lose his permit 
because state law requires automatic suspension of a driver’s 
license for refusal to take a breathalizer test. The law also says a 
person can seek judicial review of an arresting officers report in 
such cases. 
The license wUl be suspended Sept. 15, LePage said It cannot 
last for more than one year. 
Fickle could not be reached for comment. 
Jefferson City police had arrested Fickle during the waning 
days of the regular legislative session last spring, alleging he had 
been driving while intoxicated. The lawmaker refused to take the 
breathalizer test as required by law but he was never charged 
with any offense because he claimed legislative immunity.

The on-channel plan would 
provide docking facilities at 
various locations along the.

plan to serve the two counties. 
In other action, the Port 
Authority agreed to provide up 
to $2,000 to help defray the cost 
of a court test case of legislation 
governing port authorities in the 
state.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
three families in Berry’s Lick, 
Ky., can breathe a little easier. 
So can the folks in Devil’s El­ 
bow, Mo.; Zap, N.D.; and In­ 
tercourse, Pa. 
The Postal Service wants to 
let America's small towns keep 
their identity even if it closes 
their post offices to save tax 
dollars. 
Under the proposal, due to 
take effect in 30 days, residents 
of towns whose post offices are 
closed can in virtually all cases 
receive mail addressed to their 
hamlets. 
And the communities will still 
be listed in the Directory of 
Post Offices, often used as a 
reference 
book 
for 
place 
names. 
The proposed regulations, 
published in today’s Federal 
Register, outline the steps to be 
taken in closing a post office. 
The public has 30 days to com­ 
ment before the proposal be­ 
comes final. 
One postal official noted, 
“People in rural America are 
worried that if they lose the 
post office, they also will lose 
community identity.” 
Deputy Postmaster General 
William F. Bolger said many 
small town residents “believe 
that it is like being taken off 
the map. So if we close a post 
office, we will do everything we 
can to maintain community 
identity.’’ 


One example of a community 
whose post office loses money 
is Berry’s Lick. The Postal 
Service says the facility, which 
serves only three families, 
brought in only $37.67 last year 
while running up expenses of 
more than $4,000. Berry’s Lick 
can be served by a rural deliv­ 
ery route, which could provide 
mail service at a saving to the 
nation’s taxpayers. 
The Postal Service says it ex­ 
pects some local opposition 
anytime it wants to close a post 
office. But resentment usually 
dies down after residents be­ 
come used to the change, offi­ 
cials say. 


Postmasters’ 
organizations 
oppose office closings, which 
force the local postmaster to 
quit his job or move. 
Bolger promised “to go to 
any extreme to make our ac­ 
tions as easy as possible on the 
lives of our employes.” 
Once the regulations take ef­ 
fect, the Postal Service is ex­ 
pected to resume its slow re­ 
duction in the number of post 
offices from the current 30,000. 
A moratorium on closings has 
been in effect since July 1, 
1976. 
When an office is closed, 
service is provided by rural de­ 
livery or by a local citizen who 
agrees to sell stamps and pro­ 
vide other postal functions in 
his store or home.

Standard birth procedures m ay increase risk 


Many of the birth procedures 
currently used in hospitals may 
be unnecessary for the 90 per 
cent 
of 
healthy 
pregnant 
women, and actually increase 
their risk of complications. So 
says an article in the current 
issue of Family Circle that 
questions the “ American Way of 
Birth.” 
The magazine has taken a 
careful look at some of the 
convenience 
drugs 
and 
procedures 
developed 
in 


response to the wishes of both 
women and doctors that birth be 
quick, safe and painless, but 
does stress the fact that none of 
the scrutiny is directed toward 
the 10 per cent of pregnancies 
that are considered high risks. 
The magazine piece points out 
that only recently have scien­ 
tists begin to investigate, under 
controlled conditions, many of 
the drugs and procedures that 
were developed more to ease 
pain and hasten delivery than to 


deal with any serious birth 
problems. 
As Family Circle points out, 
women and doctors are also 
beginning to question the safety 
and necessity of opiates, such as 
Demerol, which are almost 
routinely given in the first stage 
of labor, and the use of the 
epidural block, which is ad­ 
ministered in the later stages of 
labor. In fact says the article, 
“ Obstetrical 
pharmacologists 
now agree that any drug given to 


the mother winds up in the baby.

LOS ANGELES - To little 
kids and teen-agers, it must be 
a strange spectacle: a world of 
adults grieving the death of a 
rock ’n’ roll singer. 
"Who was this Elvis Presley 
anyway?,” they wonder. 
"Why did Mama cry when 
she heard he’d died? And 
what’s this got to do with me?” 
How do you explain? 
If there had been no Elvis, 
we might still be wearing crew- 
cuts and saddle shoes. We 
might be humming ballads and 
saying nothing about sex. 
"If there had been no Elvis,” 
says music publicist Paul Was- 
serman, "there would have 
been no Beatles, no Rolling 
Stones. Elvis was a pioneer.” 
Like George Washington? 
Well, sort of. He was a revo­ 
lutionary for sure, but he car­ 
ried a guitar, not a musket, 
and his message was a differ­ 
ent kind of freedom. 
He was a “culture hero” and 
it seems just now that he 
should be compared to another 
man in this century: Rudolph 
Valentino. 
They were American origi­ 
nals — "The Shiek” and "The 
Pelvis.” 
In 
the 
1920s, 
Valentino 
danced the tango on a movie 
screen and women swooned. 
In the 1950s, Elvis wiggled 
his hip6 on TV and girls 
fainted. 
Valentino gave us slicked- 
down hairdos, the tango and 
the term, "matinee idol.” 
For Elvis, it was long hair, 
tight pants and a remarkable 
sound called rock ’n’ roll. He 
was "real cool, man.” He was 
"the most.” . 
A half century apart, Valen­ 
tino and Elvis inspired their au­ 
diences with the same magic. 
You might call it "sex appeal.” 


Elvis’ legacy, some say, may 
include the sexual revolution. 
Those were innocent times, 
the ’50s. The drug culture had 
not been born. Adults spoke in 
whispers of "free love,” and 
The Beatles had not yet writ­ 
ten, "Do It In the Road.” 
"Rebel Without a Cause,” 
was the movie of the day. 
James Dean was the rebel; 
Elvis became the cause. 
His lyrics were innocuous, 
but the throb in his voice and 
the look in his heavy-lidded 
eyes was enough to make a 
preacher gasp. 
In Los Angeles this week, ra­ 
dio reporter Barbara Esensten 
told her listeners of Elvis’ im­ 
pact on her teen-age view of 
sex in the taboo-ridden ’50s. 
“For a long time, I was con­ 
fused and frankly afraid,” she 
said. 
"Then, 
Elvis 
came 
along.” 
Her mother, like many oth­ 
ers, disliked the swivel-hipped 
singer. She prodded mother to 
explain. “Finally, she said, ’He 
looks like he’s trying to get 
women excited.’ 
‘"He is,’ I said. We stared at 
each other and laughed ... I 
can’t help but believe,” said 
Ms. Esensten, "that in many 
different ways, Elvis Presley 
freed up a lot of folks.” 
Robert Zimmerman at Hib- 
bing, Minn. — later Bob Dylan 
— was in knee pants, fig­ 
uratively speaking. But the 
times they were a changin’. 
"His music was wild, defiant, 
challenging, adventurous,” Los 
Angeles Times rock critic Rob­ 
ert Hilburn wrote when Elvis 
died Tuesday. "His long hair, 
sideburns, loud clothes and un- 
com prom sing manner offered a 
symbol for teen-agers desiring 
to state their own identity.”

• "It was a time of extraor­ 
dinary gentility, blandness and 
politeness,” said critic John 
Rockwell. "Presley was the 
man who codified a kind of 
rebellion.” 
His music, which may pale 
beside today’s sophisticated 
rock, was a brilliant splash of 
color in the gray days of croo­ 
ners. Elvis’ unique blend of 
country-Western, gospel, black 
soul music and rhythm and 
blues was the hottest innovation 
since jazz. 
"His music was the only 
thing exclusively ours,” re­ 
called Carl Wilson of The 
Beach Boys. “His wasn’t my 
mom and dad’s music ... His 
voice was a total miracle, a 
true miracle in the music busi­ 
ness.” 
John 
Lennon 
once 
said, 
“Nothing really affected me un­ 
til Elvis.” 
Elvis didn’t invent rock ’n’ 
roll, many have noted. He just 
interpreted and sold it better 
than anyone else alive. 
“Heartbreak Hotel,” "Hound 
Dog,” "Don’t Be Cruel,” and 
"All Shook Up,” were just a 
few of the songs that came on 
like a shot of adrenalin for the 
tired, middle-aged record in­ 
dustry. 
He sold more records than 
anyone in history — 500 million 
— and tuned in a previously un­ 
tapped market of consumers, 
the teen-agers. 
His charisma inspired a hit 
Broadway musical, “Bye Bye 
Birdie,” an affectionate re­ 
membrance of the national pan­ 
ic when Elvis was drafted. 
He united the world’s kids in 
a youth movement that tran­ 
scended political differences. 
His death was front-page news 
in every language. 
But there were things Elvis 
could not do. He never won 
true critical acclaim while he 
was alive — he had to die first. 
He never made a very good 
movie — although he starred in 
31 productions. Such films as 
"Love Me Tender,” "Jailhouse 
Rock” and “King Creole” were 
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forgettable musicals with a 
built-in audience. 
Oddly, Elvis’ mentor, Col. 
Tom Parker, who carefully 
molded every facet of his ca­ 
reer, cared little about Pres­ 
ley’s films. 
"We don’t have approval on 
scripts,” Parker once said, 
"only money. Anyway, what’s 
Elvis need? A couple of songs, 
a little story and some nice 
people with him.” 
Inevitably, the movies made 
millions. 
The word "superstar” might 
have been invented for Elvis. 
Yet, he never fit into the social 
strata of the so-called "beau­ 
tiful people.” 
He was the stranger, the poor 
country boy who found sudden 
wealth but never felt at home 
with the rich folks. 
In recent days, many have 
spoken of Elvis’ hungry begin­ 
nings as a key element in the 
legend and the legacy, a rags- 
to-riches story as American as 
Horatio Alger. 
"He was a truckdriver who 
gave away Cadillacs,’’said TV 
newsman 
Charles 
Kuralt, 
"That's an American story. 
How could we ever feel es­ 
tranged from Elvis? He was a 
native son.” 
When he died, Elvis left an 
impression on virtually every 
entertainment medium. The 
longest running show now on 
Broadway is "Grease,” a nos­ 
talgic sendup of the songs and 
styles of Elvis’ ’50s. It will soon 
be a movie. 
Two of TV’s hit series, “Hap­ 
py Days” and "LaVerne and 
Shirley,” are '50s pieces which 
inevitably mention Elvis. 
"In our shows,” says produc­ 
er Garry Marshal, "Elvis will 
always be alive.” 
"You know,” says Marshal, 
“some of the kids in the show 
are too young to remember. We 
have to show them Elvis Pres­ 
ley pictures.” 
It doesn’t really matter if you 
were alive when Elvis reigned 
as "The King” of rock ’n’ roll.

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MEMPHIS, Tenn. (AP) - 
Memphis is Mecca to thousands 
of Elvis Presley fans who left 
their homes at word of his 
death without so much as a 
toothbrush or a change of cloth- 
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ing — they wanted to be close 
to their idol. 
Two of those fans, enterpris- 
ingnyoung women from Bridge­ 
ton, N.J., got closer to their 
goal than any others. They 
crashed the rock star’s private 
funeral, first hiding in a flor­ 
ist’s van and then by posing as 
reporters. 
On Wednesday, the day after 
Presley died, Pat Christian and 
Dana Miletta walked off their 
jobs and drove to the airport. 
"I was parking the car and 
Dana ran in and told them to 
hold the airplane," Ms. Chris­ 
tian said. "After we got here, 
we called Dana’s husband and 
told him where we were.” 
In a strange town with al­ 
most every hotel room taken by 
a Shriners' convention, they 
could only wander. 
They wandered for more than 
24 hours. 
"We went around the back of 
Graceland Mansion and tried to 
get over the wall," Ms. Chris­ 
tian said. "Then we sat up on 
the wall and watched every­ 
thing that went on. When that 
got dull, we went to the hospi­ 
tal and to the funeral home to 
take pictures of all the hearses 
and things." 


Those meanderings 
lasted 
through Wednesday night and 
into Thursday morning. Then 
they tried to crack cemetery 
security. 
"The guards wouldn’t let us 
in, so we went around back and 
climbed over dlls muddy old 
bank behind the mausoleum," 
said Ms. Christian. 
“There were a whole bunch 
of trucks parked around with 
flowers, so we snuck up and 
started telling them where to 
put the arrangements. And ev­ 
eryone 
thought we worked 
there.” 
For hours they worked. Then, 
midway through the morning, 
Mrs. Miletta remembered they 
had left precious souvenirs, col­ 
lected in their wanderings, with 
new-found friends sitting out­ 
side Graceland. They decided 
to slip out and retrieve them. 
"We got in the back of a flor­ 
ist’s truck, hid under a board 
and went out with it,” Ms. 
Christian said. “Then when it 


came oack in, we came in with 
it hiding under some canvas.” 
Late in the morning, their 
luck almost ran out when they 
tried to infiltrate the press 
corps to get close to the mau­ 
soleum area. 


Guards told reporters that 
Vernon Presley, the singer’s fa­ 
ther, wanted them to wait out­ 
side the cemetery during the 
private entombment. The Pres­ 
ley fàmily later reversed the 
order. 
"When the press was let back 
in, we just walked in with 
them,” Ms. Christian said. "I 
noticed that everyone was car­ 
rying a pad so I got my note­ 
book out, too. 
"They 
checked 
everyone 
else’s credentials, but they 
were so used to seeing us that 
they just nodded us in.” 
A bit after 4 p.m. Thursday, 
just before the funeral process­ 
ion arrived at the cemetery, 
the women were interviewed as 
they sat on a camera box in the 
press section. 
"You know,” said Ms. Chris­ 
tian, glancing at the floral ar­ 
rangements, "We did such a 
good job with the flowers that 
one florist offered us a job.”

Carter starts meetings to 
win canal pact backing 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres 
ident Carter, declaring that 
public opposition to the pro­ 
posed Panama Canal treaties is

of meetings with officials from 
around the country to win sup­ 
port for the agreement. 
As he called in the governors 
of Mississippi and Kentucky for 
a briefing on the agreement, 
Carter told a news conference 
Tuesday that the United States 
would have first rights to in­ 
volvement in a new canal, if 
one is built 


And the President, while tell­ 
ing 
reporters he 
"wouldn't 
want to say anyone who dis­ 
agrees with me is ignorant," 
added he believes, “The way to 
arouse public support for the 
treaty is to let the American 
people know the advantages to 
our country of its terms." 


Carter 
acknowledged 
that 
"there is not popular support 
for the Panama Canal treaty" 
but blamed this on "a great 
deal of misconception." 
The President’s actions are 


part of an administration at­ 
tempt to counter attacks by for 
eign-policy conservatives who 
say the treaties give away too 
much for what the United 
States gets in return.

MIDWEST CITY, Okla. (AP) 


— By day, he repairs vinyl up­ 
holstery. But in his spare time, 
Bob Stamps is a self-appointed 
hunter, adventurer and scien­ 
tist, dedicated to the search for 
the legendary ape-man crea­ 
ture called Bigfoot 
Stamps, 27, was an obscure 


hobbyist until reported appear­ 
ances of a mysterious creature 
in the Oklahoma-Arkansas bor­ 
der area and Stamps’ search 
for the creotune were publi­ 
cized in recent news reports. 
Since then, Stamps has been 


quoted by newspapers and in­ 
terviewed on radio programs as 
an authority on the reported 
creature. 
Stamps has also led a second 


expedition in search of Bigfoot, 
a creature he describes as a 
cunning animal, about 8 feet 
tall, hairy, foul-smelling and 
built like a cross between man 
and gorilla. 
There have been reports from 


many parts of the world of an 
unknown creature fitting the 
Bigfoot description for years, 
but though alleged footprints 
and other passible signs of the 
creature have been found, there 
are no records of any Bigfoot 
being captured. 
The legendary creature is 


best known in this country as 
Bigfoot because of large foot­ 
prints some believe it leaves. It 
is also commonly called by the 
Indian name Sasquatch. 
“ I definetly believe they ex­ 


ist,” Stamps said, as he sat in 
the headquarters of the Sas­ 
quatch Research Corp., a non­ 
profit 
corporation 
he 
has 


formed. 
Corporate headquarters are a 


tiny room in Stamps’ apart­ 
ment in this Oklahoma City 
suburb, cluttered with books, 
magazines, drawings and let­ 
ters dealing with Bigfoot. An 8- 
foot high silhouette of a Bigfoot 
dominates one wall. An office 
tyepwriter, telephone, file bas­ 
ket and papers compete for 
space on a card table. 
“I don’t have to be a trained 


scientist to study Sasquatch,” 
said Stamps, who has worked 
in his father’s upholstery firm 
since ending his formal educa­ 
tion with high school gradu­ 
ation. “I have studied this crea­ 
ture. You could call me a sas- 
quatchologist.” 
For two to three hours daily, 


sasquatchologist Stamps im­ 
merses himself in his studies. 
He reads every book and maga­ 
zine article available on Big­ 
foot. He corresponds with other 
Bigfoot hunters around the 
world - including one in the 
Soviet Union and one in Aus­ 
tralia. He writes to police de­ 
partments in areas of reported 
Bigfoot sightings. 
Stamps and the rest of his 


group — his brother-in-law and 
a friend he’s known since child­ 
hood — have led 14 expeditions 
through rugged stretches of 
eastern Oklahoma in the past

16 months in search of the two 
to six Bigfoot creatures Stamps 
believes live in the area. Other 
searchers, including one man 
described by Stamps as a pro­ 
fessional ghost hunter and pys- 
chic, have joined some of the 
Bigfoot hunts. A board of con­ 
sultants advises the group. 
Stamps 
has written four 


magazine articles on Bigfoot, 
including one titled "Sexual En­ 
counters with Sasquatch,” but 
none have been published. He 
is working on another article 
and hopes to write a book. 
Stamps’ dream is to become 


a full-time Big Foot hunter, 
supporting himself by writing. 
Few persons had ever heard 


of Stamps or his investigations 
until a front page article about 
an overnight search for Bigfoot 
appeared Aug. 7 on the front 
page of the Sunday Oklahoman, 
largest circulation newspaper 
in the state. Stamps had invited 
a reporter from the newspaper 
to accompany his group on the 
search. 
The excitement pi deed up 


when authorities revealed two 
days later that a 17-year-old 
youth, Brian Jones, reported a 
a Moot tall, hairy creature 
clawed his back and threw him 
through the air near Stilwell in 
northeastern Oklahoma. The re­ 
ported incident took place Aug. 
5, but authorities withheld news 
of it at first for fear of causing 
a panic. 
Other reports of a strange 


creature wandering through the 
area at night were made. Re­ 
ports of killed and partially 
slaughtered goats and missing 
calves were linked to the inves­ 
tigation. 
The county sheriff’s depart­ 
ment and the Oklahoma State 
Bureau of Investigation joined 
the probe. 
"We don’t know what to call 
it,” said Adair County Under­ 
sheriff Gary Fain when the in­ 
vestigation began. "We don’t 
know how to cope with it and 
we don’t know what to do with 
it when we find it.” 
Stamps’ group was called on 
by county civil defense officials 
to aid the investigation. 
But before Stamps’ Bigfoot 
hunters could arrive in the area 
on the next weekend, a farmer 
in Dutch Mills, Ark., Ed Bailey, 
said a creature broke into his 
milk house Aug. 12, overturned 
a barrel of feed, left claw 
marks and tracks and broke 
some tree limbs. 
Stamps, along with 15 Bigfoot 
investigators from Oklahoma 
and Kansas City, Mo., this time 
accompanied by a radio news 
reporter, arrived the next day. 
After interviews and observa­ 
tions in both Stilwell and Dutch 
Mills, which are about 10 miles 


apart, Stamps said he was 
"fairly convinced” that at least 
one the Bigfoot creatures he be­ 
lieves live in the area was re- 
ponsible for at least one of of 
the reported incidents. 
But despite the aid of a spe­ 
cial device used to aid observa­ 
tions in the dark, loaned to 
Stamps by the Oklahoma City 
police department, Stamps and 
his colleagues did not see a 
Bigfoot. 
One possible explanation for 
the 
creature 
that attacked 
Brian Jones was provided by 
Oklahoma State Bureau of In­ 
vestigation chemists Wednes­ 
day. They said an analysis of a 
hair sample taken from the 
shirt Jones was wearing when 
he was attacked showed the 
hair had the appearance of 
bear hair, though it could not 
be positively determined that 
the hair came from a bear. 
"It’s just possible that these 
things( Bigfoot creatures) could 
have hair similar to a bear,” 
Stamps said, saying the finding 
didn’t disturb him. 
Though Stamps has never 
seen a Bigfoot and knows many 
persons believe there is no such 
creature, 
he 
dismisses any 
thought of giving up the hunt. 
He has been reading about 


Bigfoot for 12 years and has 
headed his own research organ­ 
ization for the past 16 months. 
"I’m not a publicity nut, I 
never have been,” Stamps said. 
"Im a very curious individual, 
I love a good mystery...I’m in­ 
terested in getting the truth,” 
about Bigfoot. 


Stamps said he isn’t bothered 
by persons who think he’s a 
crackpot. 
“ Most nonbelievers haven’t 
read a thing about it (Big­ 
foot),” Stamps said. “It’s total­ 
ly insane to say that no new 
animal can be discovered. It 
bothers me when people are 
willfully ignorant, when they ig­ 
nore the facts.” 


"This is a hobby for me,” 
Stamps said. "Other people 
have boats, or campers, or 
model planes. This gives me a 
chance to meet a lot of people. 
I like the outdoors and I like to 
get out. I don’t spend as much 
time with this as a lot of people 
do sitting in front of a tele­ 
vision set.”

DETROIT (AP) - Prices on 
General Motors' new cars are 
going up an average $405 a ve­ 
hicle this fall, according to the 
nation's largest automaker. 
The increase — near six per 
cent 
from 
a 
comparably 
equipped 1977 car — means the 
suggested manufacturers' price 
of a 1978 GM car, including op­ 
tions, will climb to an esti­ 
mated $7,200. 
That price does not include 
taxes or discounts that dealers 
usually offer buyers. 


GM, which builds more than 
half the cars produced in the 
country, 
announced Tuesday 
that base prices on its new cars 
are going up $242, or 4.6 per 
cent, on the average, from 1977. 
Including added-cost options, 
GM estimates its average 1978 
car will carry a price that is up 


$387, or 5.7 per cent, over a 
comparable 1977 car. 
On 
top 
of that, 
shipping 
charges are being raised an av­ 
erage $18, which raises the per 
unit increase to $405. 
GM previously indicated it 
might raise car prices by up to 
six per cent, on the average, 
because of increased costs for 
materials and labor, and de­ 
spite record profits. 


GM, the industry’s pricing 
leader because of its size, tradi­ 
tionally is the first domestic 
automaker to set prices for the 
new model year, which official­ 
ly begins Oct. 1. 
Ford Motor Co. and Chrysler 
Corp. have said earlier that 
they too were considering six 
per cent (vice increases. 
Last year, GM raised prices 
on 1977 models by an average 
$338, or 5.9 per cert. 
“The price increases for 1978 
are substantially tsss than in­ 
creases in the cost of raw ma­ 
terials and labor which oc­ 
curred during the past year,” 
GM said in a prepared state­ 
ment. “Steel, aluminum, lead, 
glass and plastics are all up. 
GM’s labor costs have risen 
more than 11 per cent in the 
past year.” 


In 1976, GM earned a record 
$2.9 billion. The firm is running 
well ahead of that pace this 
year, with profits of $2 billion 
in the first half, including $1.1 
billion in the second quarter. 
GM did not release base 
prices for 1978-model Cadillacs, 
the Chevrolet Chevette and the 
firm’s new intermediate cars, 
which have been made shorter 
and lighter for 1978. GM said 
prices on those cars would be 
announced during late Septem­ 
ber and early October. 


For its other can, new-model 
base vehicle prices ranged 
from $3,462 for the subcompact 
Chevrolet Monza Coupe to 18,- 
888 for the luxury Oldsmobile 
Toronado. 
GM also disclosed that Olds- 
mobile will charge between 
8740 and 8850 for an optional 
diesel engine on Its full-sized 
can. Tha 350-cubic-inch V-8 is 
expected to provide 25 per cent 
better fuel economy than e 
comparable gasoUne-power en­ 
gine.

The federal money also will 
be used to produce a cassette 
lesson for teachers to help 
them improve their reading 
teaching skills. 
The new 
lesson will be distributed to 
school districts during the 
next school year. 
The department also has 
developed a new reading test, 
for use in grades two, three, 
four and five, that will be 
tested for first time during the 
coining year. These tests will 


enable teachers to find out 
what the individual student’s 
strengths and weaknesses are 
and should be ready for use in 
the school districts in the fall 
of 1978. 


“Combined with the present 
statewide testing program,

Pentagon fringe benefits

^ WASHINGTON (NEA) - In the files of the U.S. District 
court here is a newly published and little noticed chapter in 
the continuing saga of how big business deals with big govern­ 
ment. 
It’s the sordid story of a defense contractor offering — and 
Pentagon employees accepting - lavish meal« at Washington 
restaurants, weekend trips to a posh California resort, free 
tickets to baseball and football games, complimentary plane 
trips and invitations to golf and fishing outings. 
That recent admiision of improprieties comes from the 
Aerojet General Corp., which says the unethical practices 
were halted last year after the Department of Defense (DoD) 
issued new regulations governing Standards of conduct" for 
both m ilitary officers and civilian employees. 
Yet Aerojet's own report notes that for more than a decade 
there has been in force a Pentagon prohibition against accep­ 
tance of "any gift, gratuity, favor, entertainment, loan or any 
other thing of monetary value" offered by a defense contrac­ 
tor. 
That 1987 directive "was apparently neither strictly en­ 
forced nor taken seriously by many government employees." 
says the Aerojet report. "In any event, defense contractors, 
including Aerojet, were willing to entertain DoD personnel, 
and there were hundreds who would accept the enter­ 
tainment." 
The new disclosures are contained in a bulky document com­ 
piled by Aerojet’s parent company, the General Tire & Rubber 
Co., which established a special committee to investigate 
allegedly improper payments. 
"The precise extent to which Aerojet entertained govern­ 
ment personnel over the years cannot be measured ac­ 
curately." the report says, because for at least two decades 
company employees who entertained federal officials almost 
never identified their guests on their expense accounts. 
‘‘Government employees, particularly m ilitary personnel, 
did not want their names to appear in records which would be 
audited by the government’s Defense Contract Audit Agen­ 
cy," explains the report. A survey of Aerojet's generosity in­ 
dicates they had good reason to seek anonymity. Some ex­ 
amples: 
— Free meals regularly were preferred to DoD officials 
who could help the company. Aerojet’s Washington office 
"has conducted an almost daily practice of entertaining 
government personnel." with individual restaurant bills often 
amounting to 825-835 per person "and sometimes more." 
- Aerojet frequently provided tickets for DoD personnel 
attending sporting and theatrical events. For the 1973 Rose 
Bowl game, the company brought a Winnebago camper to the 
stadium parking lot "and served food and drinks to ap­ 
proximately 100 invited guests, many of them m ilitary of­ 
ficers or other governmental personnel with whom Aerojet 
was then working." 
— From 1957 to 1968, Aerojet owned a house in Palm Springs. 
Calif., where federal officials were taken for weekend golfing 
outings. Other golfing excursions were organized at country 
clubs in the Washington area. 
-M ilita ry personnel, and sometimes their families, were 
often given free rides on Aerojet's fleet of private planes On 
one occasion, two Air Force officers were flown from 
Sacramento, Calif, to Monterey. Calif, to play golf at the fam­ 
ed Pebble Beach course. 
All of those favors were offered in the name of "im proving 
com m unications" and "fo s te rin g good w o rk in g 
relationships." Similar gratuities were provided by Aerojet to 
officials of two other federal agencies, the Energy Research 
and Development Adm inistration and the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration. 
Defense and space contracting are highly competitive, and 
there is evidence that most other aerospace firms have been 
equally profligate in paying for entertainment of government 
personnel. Notwithstanding the recent spate of sanctimonious 
corporate statements about "going straight." is there anv 
reason to believe the situation has changed today0

Yogurt has no miracles

DEAR DR. LAMB - My 
S 
m ieitions concern yogurt, 
lin ce I love yogurt in gravies 
such as stroganoff, canned 
creamed soups and heated in 
many other ways can you tall 
me if the cultures (Lac­ 
tobacilli Acidophilus and 
Bulgaricua) remain active 
and continue to help the lower 
intestines when yogurt is 
cooked? 
I 
note 
that 
acidophilus capsules must be 
kept cold. Since I would like to 
include these organisms in my 
diet and can use yogurt so 
many ways in cooking I want 
to make rare I am getting the 
same benefit from yogurt in 
cooking at from eating it 
directly from the refrigerator 
in the container. 
DEAR READER - You are 
probably getting the tame 
benefit from the organisms — 
cooked or uncooked — which 
is exactly nothing. The whole 
idea of rating yogurt for the 
colon began with an outstan­ 
ding scientist for his time, 
Elie Metchnikoff, a Russian 
who became head of the 
Pasteur Institute and a Nobel 
prize winner. 
Hie contributions to germ 
theory were the forerunners 
of modern knowledge of im­ 
mune mechanisms. He was in­ 
terested in aging and thought 
that "auto-intoxication" from 
the colon was an important 
factor in staying young. This 
resulted in many people hav­ 
ing their colons removed in 
the wave of interest in colons 
and disease that followed. He 
specifically recommended 
Lactobacillus bulgaricua 
yogurt to remove auto­ 
intoxication from the colon, 
and the yogurt faddists mul­ 
tiplied. 
The lactohaclllus may 
change the acld-hnra ***»*—* 
in the colon which can affect 
the types of bacteria living 
there but that is about all U 


does. It does not cure acne, 
prevent aging or even cure 
constipation. 
The cultured yogurt with 
Lactobacillus buigarlcus 
usually hat less lactose in it 
and enables it to be digested 
by lactose intolerant people 
BUT moat of the regular com­ 
mercial yogurt in grocery 
stores is made differently and 
is often a very high lactose 
food. I am sending you The 
Health Letter number 7-2, 
Milk Products: Good and Bad, 
to give you more information 
on lactose intolerance and 
m ilk products including 
yogurt. Others who want this

The concern about the 
bacteria in the colon is really 
miaplaced. The digestive 
process of absorbing nutrients 
takes place in the small in­ 
testine — most of it in the first 
one to two feet just outside the 
stomach. The idea then that 
lactobacillus w ill improve 
digestion of milk is not on 
very firm ground. Milk is not 
digested in the colon at all. 
The whole game is over by the 
time food residue got* to the 
colon. The function of the 
colon is to regulate salt and 
water balance. It absorbs 
water when you need it and if 
it is irritated you may have 
diarrhea because of its dis­ 
turbed function in absorbing 
water. 
If yon eqjoy yogurt, use it 
because you Uke it - cooked 
or cold — but don’t expect any 
modical miracles from it 
either way.

A TAX DILEMMA: GASOLINE 
A recent Harris poll confirms something we knew 
already: Gasoline prices are going to have to rise a lot 
higher before Americans reduce their consumption by 
any substantial degree. 
The opuion samplers found that if gasoline went to 75 
cents a gallon, 43 per cent of car owners said they would 
cut back on their pleasure driving; at $1 a gallon, 64 per 
cent would; and at the European leval of $2 a gallon, 78 
percent would. 
What the latest figure means is that even if the current 
average price of gasoline trippled, about one in four 
Americans would still drive as usual. 
As for those who drive to work, at $2 a gallon only a 
slight majority - 54 per cent • said they would think about 
car pooling or using public transportation. 
But 
since Congress rejected President Carter’s 
proposal to raise the federal tax to 50 cents a gallon 
(from its present four cents) by 1985, and since OPEC is 
not likely to quadruple its crude oil prices again at one 
fell swoop (which doubled U. S. gasoline prices), how 
then are we to achieve any meaningful gains in con­ 
servation? 
Taxation, which is ineffective at low levels and unfair at 
high levels, is out - except insofar as the billions in added 
revenue from a four or five-cent increase could be used to 
encourage public transportation 
Nor are we ready to endorse rationing, with all the 
opportunity for boondoggling and corruption that would 
entail.

That leaves us with what we are doing now - arm- 
twisting the automakers to produce more efficient cars 
and exhorting the public to obey the 56 m p h limit and 
reduce all nonessentul driving 
An unsatisfactory choice, perhaps, but not as un­ 
satisfactory as the alternatives

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — A bomb exploded in Beirut’s main 
vegetable market early today, killing and wounding at least 18 
persons in one of the worst incidents of violence here since the 
civil war ended nine months ago 
The Arab League peace force said three were killed and 15 
wounded, but a police spokesman said 12 were dead and 25 
wounded There was no immediate explanation for the dis­ 
crepancy in casua lty f i gur es 
Police said the blast was caused by a * ’bundle” of dynamite set 
off in a narrow alley near M artyr’s Square, an area already 
largely devasted during the war. The downtown district was a 
dividing line between warring Moslems and Christians. 
Peacekeeping troops cordoned off the area and searched for 
other possible bombs. 
Police said most of the victims were peddlers who were setting 
up their carts for the day when the blast occurred at 8:30 a.m. 
The casualty toll likely would have been higher if the bomb had 
exploded later with shoppers crowding the area.

The Postal Service wants to 
let America’s small towns keep 
their identity even if it closes 
their post offices to save tax 
dollars. 
Under the proposal, due to 
take effect in 30 days, residents 
of towns whose post offices are 
closed can in virtually all cases 
receive mail addressed to their 
hamlets 
And the communities will still 
be listed in the Directory of 
Post Offices, often used as a 
reference 
book 
for 
place 
names 
The 
proposed 
regulations, 
published in today's Federal 
Register, outline the steps to be 
taken in closing a post office 
The public has 30 days to com­ 
ment before the proposal be­ 
comes final. 
One 
postal 
official 
noted. 
“People in rural America are 
worried that if they lose the 
post office, they also will lose 
community identity.” 
Deputy Postmaster General 
William F Bolger said many 
small town residents “ believe 
that it is like being taken off 
the map So if we close a post 
office, we will do everything we 
can to maintain community 
identity.” 


One example of a community 
whose post office loses money 
is Berry's Lick 
The Postal 
Service says the facility, which 
serves

three 
families, 
brought in only $37 67 last year 
while running up expenses of 
more than $4,000 Berry’s Lick 
can be served by a rural deliv­

Two of those fans, enterpris- 
ingnyoung women from Bridge­ 
ton. N.J., got closer to their 
goal than any others.

On Wednesday, the day after 
Presley died. Pat Christian and 
Dana Miletta walked off their 
jobs and drove to the airport 
“ I was parking the car and 
Dana ran in and told them to 
hold the airplane,” Ms Chris­ 
tian said "After we got here, 
we called Dana's husband and 
told him where we were " 
In a strange town with al­ 
most every hotel room taken by 
a Shriners' convention, they 
could only wander 
They wandered for more than 
24 hours 
"We went around the back of 
Graceland Mansion and tried to 
get over the wall," Ms Chris­ 
tian said "Then we sat up on 
the wall and watched every­ 
thing that went on When that 
got dull, we went to the hospi­ 
tal and to the funeral home to 
take pictures of all the hearses 
and things." 


Those 
meanderings 
lasted 
through Wednesday night and 
into Thursday morning Then 
they tried to crack cemetery 
security. 
"The guards wouldn't let us 
in, so we went around back and 
climbed over this muddy old 
bank behind the mausoleum." 
said Ms Christian 
"There were a whole bunch 
of trucks parked around with 
flowers, so we snuck up and 
started telling them where to 
put the arrangements And ev­ 
eryone 
thought 
we 
worked 
there." 
For hours they worked Then, 
midway through the morning, 
Mrs Miletta remembered they 
had left precious souvenirs, col­ 
lected in their wanderings, with 
new-found friends sitting out­ 
side Graceland They decided 
to slip out and retrieve them 
"We got in the back of a flor­ 
ist’s truck, hid under a board 
and went out with it," Ms. 
Christian said “ Then when it 


came oacK in. we came in with 
it hiding under some canvas.” 
Late in the morning, their 
luck almost ran out when they 
tried to infiltrate the press 
corps to get close to the mau­ 
soleum area 


Guards told reporters that 
Vernon Presley, the singer's fa­ 
ther, wanted them to wait out­ 
side the cemetery during the 
private entombment. The Pres­ 
ley family later reversed the 
order. 
"When the press was let back 
in, we just walked in with 
them," Ms, Christian said " I 
noticed that everyone was car­ 
rying a pad so I got my note­ 
book out, too 
"They 
checked 
everyone 
else’s 
credentials, 
but 
they 
were so used to seeing us that 
they just nodded us in." 
A bit after 4 p.m. Thursday, 
just before the funeral process­ 
ion arrived at the cemetery, 
the women were interviewed as 
they sat on a camera box in the 
press section 
"You know," said Ms Chris­ 
tian. glancing at the floral ar­ 
rangements. "We did such a 
good job with the flowers that 
one florist offered us a job."

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Oklahoma vinyl repairman becomes Bigfoot expert 


MIDWEST CITY, Okla <AP) 
— By day, he repairs vinyl up­ 
holstery. But in his spare time, 
Bob Stamps is a self-appointed 
hunter, adventurer and scien­ 
tist, dedicated to the search for 
the legendary ape-man crea 
ture called Bigfoot. 
Stamps, 27, was an obscure 
hobbyist until reported appear­ 
ances of a mysterious creature 
in the Oklahoma-Arkansas bor­ 
der area and Stamps' search 
for the creatuK were publi­ 
cized in recent news reports. 
Since then, Stamps has been 
quoted by newspapers and in­ 
terviewed on radio programs as 
an authority on the reported 
creature 
Stamps has also led a second 
expedition in search of Bigfoot, 
a creature he describes as a 
cunning animal, about 8 feet 
tall, hairy, foul-smelling and 
built like a cross between man 
and gorilla. 
There have been reports from 
many parts of the world of an 
unknown creature fitting the 
Bigfoot description for years, 
but though alleged footprints 
and other passible signs of the 
creature have been found, there 
are no records of any Bigfoot 
being captured 
The legendary creature is 
best known in this country as 
Bigfoot because of large foot­ 
prints some believe it leaves It 
is also commonly called by the 
Indian name Sasquatch 
“ I definetly believe they ex­ 


ist,” Stamps said, as he sat in 
the headquarters of the Sas­ 
quatch Research Corp., a non­ 
profit 
corporation 
he 
has 
formed. 
Corporate headquarters are a 
tiny room in Stamps' apart­ 
ment in this Oklahoma City 
suburb, cluttered with books, 
magazines, drawings and let­ 
ters dealing with Bigfoot. An 8- 
foot high silhouette of a Bigfoot 
dominates one wall. An office 
tyepwriter, telephone, file bas­ 
ket and papers compete for 
space on a card table. 
‘‘I don’t have to be a trained 
scientist to study Sasquatch,” 
said Stamps, who has worked 
in his father's upholstery firm 
since ending his formal educa­ 
tion with high school gradu­ 
ation. “ I have studied this crea­ 
ture. You could call me a sas- 
quatchologist.” 
For two to three hours daily, 
sasquatchologist Stamps 
im­ 
merses himself in his studies 
He reads every book and maga 
zine article available on Big­ 
foot He corresponds with other 
Bigfoot 
hunters 
around 
the 
world — including one in the 
Soviet Union and one in Aus­ 
tralia He writes to police de­ 
partments in areas of reported 
Bigfoot sightings. 
Stamps and the rest erf his 
group — his brother-in-law and 
a friend he's known since child­ 
hood — have led 14 expeditions 
through 
rugged stretches of 
eastern Oklahoma in the past

16 months in search of the two 
to six Bigfoot creatures Stamps 
believes live in the area. Other 
searchers, including one man 
described by Stamps as a pro­ 
fessional ghost hunter and pys- 
chic, have joined some of the 
Bigfoot hunts A board of con­ 
sultants advises the group. 
Stamps 
has 
written 
four 
magazine articles on Bigfoot, 
including one titled "Sexual En­ 
counters with Sasquatch,” but 
none have been published. He 
is working on another article 
and hopes to write a book 
Stamps' dream is to become 
a full-time Big Foot hunter, 
supporting himself by writing 
Few persons had ever heard 
of Stamps or his investigations 
until a front page article about 
an overnight search for Bigfoot 
appeared Aug. 7 on the front 
page of the Sunday Oklahoman, 
largest circulation newspaper 
in the state. Stamps had invited 
a reporter from the newspaper 
to accompany his group on the 
search 
The excitement picked up 
when authorities revealed two 
days later that a 17-year-old 
youth, Brian Jones, reported a 
a 9-foot tall, hairy creature 
clawed his back and threw him 
through the air near Stilwell in 
northeastern Oklahoma The re­ 
ported incident took place Aug 
5, but authorities withheld news 
of it at first for fear of causing 
a panic. 
Other reports of a strange 


creature wandering through the 
area at night were made. Re­ 
ports of killed and partially 
slaughtered goats and missing 
calves were linked to the inves­ 
tigation. 
The county sheriff’s depart­ 
ment and the Oklahoma State 
Bureau of Investigation joined 
the probe. 
"We don’t know what to call 
it,” said Adair County Under­ 
sheriff Gary Fain when the in­ 
vestigation began. 
“We don't 
know how to cope with it and 
we don’t know what to do with 
it when we find it.” 
Stamps’ group was called on 
by county civil defense officials 
to aid the investigation. 
But before Stamps’ Bigfoot 
hunters could arrive in the area 
on the next weekend, a farmer 
in Dutch Mills. Ark , Ed Bailey, 
said a creature broke into his 
milk house Aug 12, overturned 
a barrel of feed, left claw 
marks and tracks and broke 
some tree limbs 
Stamps, along with 15 Bigfoot 
investigators from Oklahoma 
and Kansas City, Mo., this time 
accompanied by a radio news 
reporter, arrived the next day. 
After interviews and observa­ 
tions in both Stilwell and Dutch 
Mills, which are about 10 miles 


apart, Stamps said he was 
"fairly convinced" that at least 
one the Bigfoot creatures he be­ 
lieves live in the area was re- 
ponsible for at least one of of 
the reported incidents. 
But despite the aid of a spe­ 
cial device used to aid observa­ 
tions in the dark, loaned to 
Stamps by the Oklahoma City 
police department, Stamps and 
his colleagues did not see a 
Bigfoot. 
One possible explanation for 
the 
creature 
that 
attacked 
Brian Jones was provided by 
Oklahoma State Bureau of In­ 
vestigation chemists Wednes­ 
day They said an analysis of a 
hair sample taken from the 
shirt Jones was wearing when 
he was attacked showed the 
hair had the appearance of 
bear hair, though it could not 
be positively determined that 
the hair came from a bear. 
"It’s just possible that these 
thingst Bigfoot creatures) could 
have hair similar to a bear,” 
Stamps said, saying the finding 
didn't disturb him 
Though Stamps has never 
seen a Bigfoot and knows many 
persons believe there is no such 
creature, 
he 
dismisses 
any 
thought of giving up the hunt 
He has been reading about 


Bigfoot for 12 years and has 
headed his own research organ­ 
ization for the past 16 months 
" I ’m not a publicity nut, I 
never have been,” Stamps said. 
"Im a very curious individual, 
I love a good mystery,..I'm in­ 
terested in getting the truth,” 
about Bigfoot 


Stamps said he isn't bothered 
by persons who think he's a 
crackpot. 
"Most nonbelievers haven’t 
read a thing about it (Big­ 
foot),” Stamps said. "It’s total­ 
ly insane to say that no new 
animal can be discovered 
It 
bothers me when people are 
willfully ignorant, when they ig­ 
nore the facts.” 


"This is a hobby for me,” 
Stamps said. 
"Other people 
have boats, or campers, or 
model planes This gives me a 
chance to meet a lot of people 
I like the outdoors and I like to 
get out I don't spend as much 
time with this as a lot of people 
do sitting in front of a tele­ 
vision set.”

Pentagon fringe benefits

WASHINGTON (NEA) - In the files of the U S District 
court here is a newly published and little noticed chapter in 
the continuing saga of how big business deals with big govern­ 
ment. 
It’s the sordid story of a defense contractor offering — and 
Pentagon employees accepting — lavish meals at Washington 
restaurants, weekend trips to a posh California resort, free 
tickets to baseball and football games, complimentary plane 
trips and invitations to golf and fishing outings. 
That recent admission of improprieties comes (fjrom the 
Aerojet General Corp., which says the unethical practices 
were halted last year after the Department of Defense (DoD) 
issued new regulations governing “ standards of conduct" for 
both military officers and civilian employees 
Yet Aerojet’s own report notes that for more than a decade 
there has been in force a Pentagon prohibition against accep­ 
tance of “ any gift, gratuity, favor, entertainment. loan or any 
other thing of monetary value” offered by a defense contrac­ 
tor 
That 1967 directive "w as apparently neither strictly en­ 
forced nor taken seriously by many government employees." 
says the Aerojet report. "In any event, defense contractors, 
including Aerojet, were willing to entertain DoD personnel, 
and there were hundreds who would accept the enter­ 
tainm ent." 
The new disclosures are contained in a bulky document com ­ 
piled by Aerojet’s parent company, the General Tire & Rubber 
Co., which established a special committee to investigate 
allegedly improper payments 
"The precise extent to which Aerojet entertained govern­ 
ment personnel over the years cannot be measured ac­ 
curately," the report says, because for at least two decades 
company employees who entertained federal officials almost 
never identified their guests on their expense accounts 
"Government employees, particularly military personnel, 
did not want their names to appear in records which would be 
audited by the government's Defense Contract Audit Agen­ 
c y ." explains the report A survey of Aerojet's generosity in­ 
dicates they had good reason to seek anonymity Some ex­ 
amples 
- Free meals regularly were proferred to D oD officials 
who could help the company 
Aerojet's Washington office 
"h a s conducted an almost daily practice of entertaining 
government personnel." with individual restaurant bills often 
amounting to 125-135 per person "and sometimes more " 
— Aerojet frequently provided tickets for D oD personnel 
attending sporting and theatrical events For the 1973 Rose 
Bowl game, the company brought a Winnebago camper to the 
stadium parking lot "and served food and drinks to ap­ 
proximately 100 invited guests, many of them military of­ 
ficers or other governmental personnel with whom Aerojet 
was then working ’’ 
— From 1957 to 1968 Aerojet owned a house in Palm Springs 
Calif.. where federal officials were taken for weekend golfing 
outings Other golfing excursions were organized at country 
clubs in the Washington area 
— M ilitary personnel, and sometimes their families were 
often given free rides on Aerojet's fleet of private planes On 
one occasion, two Air Force officers were flown from 
Sacramento. Calif to Monterey . Calif to play golf at the fam ­ 
ed Pebble Beach course 
All of those favors were offered in the name of "improving 
c o m m u n ic a t io n s 
and 
“ fo s t e r in g good 
w o rk in g 
relationships " Sim ilar gratuities were provided by Aerojet to 
officials of two other federal agencies the Energy Research 
and 
D evelopm ent 
A d m in istratio n and the 
N ational 
Aeronautics and Space Administration 
Defense and space contracting are highly competitive and 
there is evidence that most other aerospace firm s have been 
equally profligate in paying for entertainment of government 
personnel Notwithstanding the recent spate of sanctimonious 
corporate statements about "going straight. " is there an\ 
reason to believe the situation has changed today1*

Elie Metchnikoff, a Russian 
who becam e head of the 
Pasteur Institute and a Nobel 
prize winner 
His contributions to germ 
theory were the forerunners 
of modem knowledge of im­ 
mune mechanisms He was in­ 
terested in aging and thought 
that "auto-intoxtcauon" from 
the colon was an important 
factor in staying young This 
resulted in many people hav­ 
ing their colons removed in 
the wave of interest in colons 
and disease that followed He 
specifically recom m ended 
L a cto b a c illu s

and the yogurt faddists mul­
